Clmrchill and Mr. Chamberlain nitli luiv- 
ing secretly consulted Pariiull and seeking 
to iiiako an alliance with him for their 
own j)urposo. Uefurring to the conspir- 
acy and white-boy clauses proposed in tho 
Act, ho deolarod they had ' sapped tho 
foimdiition of all jiorsonal liberty, and 
would oven deprive Irishmen from form- 
ing biminoss cuiuLinatioiis t-o defend tlieir 
oxisthig rights. The spirit in wliicli tho 
govornmont would admuiister tho Coer- 
cion Act, if it were passed, was sullicioiitly 
shown in the appointment of King Har- 
mon to tho pnrliuiuentaty Under Seorc- 
taryslji]) for Ireland. By this appoint- 
ment tho goverinncnt had declared 
themselves to be partisans of tho 
landlord, and dotorniined to adiiiiiiistor 
tho bill aa tho iigoiita of tho 
land owners in Ireland, thus becom- 
ing instrunionts to stiniulato the worst 
passions of tbo people and their 
bitterest religious prejudices. Tho bill 
would fain to suppress the 1 riwli Natioiml 
League because tho people of Ireland bo- 
liovo in tho league and trimte<l it. The 
oU'ect of the euforceiuent of tho bill wouhl 
bo to make thtj governuierit luoro din- 
turhed aud tho league more popular than 
over. As to the toiy aud liberal union 
taunts about American gold fostering 
Irish discontent. Sir William Veriiun Il.'ir- 
oourt said: "'TIuto .in^ imni' who li.ive 
les.s to eoiiiiilaiii of Aiiiei'ie;iii gold than 
the Irish l.nidli ird.s for lume .get more of 
it. They get it Ihfoiigli their poor ten- 
ants." Tho proiiosid to make tho liill 
poruianent Sir William clmracterizod as 
o])])i)aed to the fiind.iineiital ooiiditioiia of 
the imiou between Ireland ;iiid < J real 
Britain.

between Donald and Revelstoke, says 
that the snow sheds have stood the test 
und that with one exception, shod No. 19, 
no sill I w got 111 rough and that waa owing 
to carelessness. Air. Balfour says the 
snow sheds will and have stood the pres- 
sure. The bridges wliich have been 
swept away by avidanches havo been re- 
placed by structures which will avoid or 
withstand the snow 'slide difliculty. Spans 
will be substituted for trestle v\'ork and 
sheda will be placed over others atl'ectod 
by the snow. All bridges along the Une 
between Doiudd and Revelstoke are in 
good condition, and there is little or no 
possibility of other snow slides occuiTing 
this seasonl;^' '. 

As all tlie snow is off the hill sides now, 
no further interruption to regular traffic' 
need be ex])ected except from accident or 
unforeseen circumstances. 

Tho Cauailian Pacific railway havo let 
the contract for au immouBe freight shed. 
It will be 500 feet long by 75 feet wide, 
and will cover the first half of the wharf 
with the exoo[)tinii of 120 feet on tho front 
side for fastening up vessels.

THE PEiNAL COLONY. 

The New York Herald advocates the 
transportation of convicts to Alaska. Tiie 
■workmgnien of New York complained so 
much about the cojnpetition of goods made 
in ,thp stji^* jsnagnp ^hat^. the- legWature 
allowed the contracts to expire. The re- 
sult was that there were left 1,000 idle 
men in Sing Sing, 700 in Auburn, and 
■100 in Clinton, ail of whom had been 
BBiiteuced to hard labor. The effect of 
enforced idleness is to drive the convicts 
to tt^e mad-house. ur to pruinature graves, 
and ii js .aliabst lipippssiblp to maintain 
discipline'wliere there is no work to be 
doiio. One [)ri.son phy.sician report.i that 
"pjile faces, ruined coniititution.s and im- 
moral habits r.i.iat bo llie inevitJible re- 
sult. Men will stand uonfiiienient for a 
short period, but continuous confinement 
is inhuman and cruel luid lias not the least 
a.spect of Chrisri.m civili/..it ion. " A 
prison ch.'ijilain .says that '"largo nuniber.s 
of those who have been long without 
work seem to be falling into a kind of 
Bomi-futuoiis condition, some very near 
insanity (ff>rty-three, having been soul to 
the asylum for insane convicts tht; jiast 
year), while innnoral lialiits are sending 
many to the hosjiital. I do not believe 
tho state fully realizes the immense 
amou^it jf, mental torture and distress 
this punisfiiuont , of idleness is inflicting 
on tnosi men. I have the past year, by 
alnipsb 4^y, ii^tercourse with them, been 
able CO guess at tliis fooling within by 
wlmt r liave tseen writtiMi on their faces 
and by Llicir every action. 1 have lie- 
coino fully ennviiiced liiar, they are eiiilui'- 
ing a more severe |)uuisluiu'nt than ili.at 
conteniplalcil l.'-y the law, which sa^'s 
'sente^ceii.t^,, hard labor,' and more than 
the efcati liaa a right to inflict. Tho ta.x 
upon the hmin is far worse than to covtu' 
tho body witli .scars. Wounds on the Imdy 
will heal, but the ihifecl ivu brain, a 
wound wo can soldom reach, koeps on in 
its rapid decline until mind and body 
ceaso to act and think and drop together 
in the grave. And W(i say with earnest- 
ness, no matter what phui is adoiited, for 
tlio Kikc. of these men and the sake of tln^ 
coiiiiiinuity who must receive theni, when 
di.^chargi id, invent sonic way speedily t(j 
set tihm .nll at work." 

T^e j^;^(i2(i calculates that tho prisoners 
when at work under the contract system 
earned 32h cents per day, and it synqja- 
thizos with tho i)rotcHl, of free workingmun 
against that coiuputition. It therefore

Alaekk% and there employed at making 
roads and other public works. Alaska 
was purcliiised from RuBsi.a by .Secretary 
Soward for $7,000,000.

"No- 
where in my homo travela," says he, 
"from Lako Superior to tho (l.ilf of Mex- 
ico, from Washington to Sitka, have 1 seen 
a more luxuriant, vegetation than hero in 
soutliwesti3rn Alaska, I find the hardier 
vegotablos idl growing to maturity and 
onormous size; white turniiis weighing ten 
pounds, cabbages twenty-seven pounds, 
and as fine potatoes as can bo found in an}' 
of the eastern markets 1 found growing at 
Wrangell, Juneau, and hero in Sitka. 
Wild fcimobhy and rodtopgrow to a height 
of from 'five to seven foot, and in tliis 
vicinity all tho hay was cured during the 
past summer that will bo required during 
he winter, .and I am sivtisliod from per- 
obwrvation that hundreds of ton' 



more could ihave .lx^on harvested. The 
few cattle I have seen aro sleek and in 
the best condition, and I unhesitatingly 
give it as my opinion that tho country is 
well enough adapted to grazing pur- 
poses to render wholly unneces- 
sai'y the importation of beef, o\'en 
when the population of the territory 
shall have grown far beyond the number 
retpiisito to its admission as a state. On 
the other hand, while 1 am not jiroiiared 
to speak advisedly of tlio section known 
as South western .Alaska, 1 may bo per- 
mitted to say that the rejiorts 1 get from 
the most trustworthy sources indicate the 
existence of largo areas of valuable graz- 
ing landH on the. Aleutian .Islands and 
Rome parts ()f the ]ieninBula, wlioro tho 
hardier breeds of cattle do not require to 
bo fed in any sea.'son of thu year. If this 
bo true tho iiredictioii which has been 
made, that Alaska ,wiU oveiitually funiish 
the Pacific Coast with , its beef may yet bo 
verified." , . i. 

Th^, coniinunipafiions in Alaska are all 
by water, and'^it is thought tluit the l.ibor 
of C(nivicts iniglit bo adv;iiit;igeoiisly eiu- 
jiloyed ill coiiatnieting madn. Tliere oiin 
bo no d(mbt that, the empfij'Liieut of con- 
victs in out-door labor in Alaska would 
bo bettor for tlieni than their e(jntinoiiuuit. 
in idleness in the state prisons. But penal 
colonies are not very desiniLle adjuncts to 
any country. England tried tho system 
thoroughly with 15otauy Hay and linally 
abandoned it. A set tleiucnt in which t lu- 
majority of tho inhabibuita are convicts, 
aiul to which there is a const.'int imiiiigra- 
tiim of relays of convicts, is not a very 'de- 
sirable place of rosidoiico for honest peo- 
ple,, and tho probability is that tliert^ 
would bo few except convicts to use the 
roads constructed by conviotH, unless some 
great gold discovery attracted vohml.ary 
labor to the country, b'roiii the Canadian 
])i)int of view, the Ala.ska convict jiro- 
hlem possesses great interest.' Es- 
caping convicts would find tliwir way in- 
to this- province, the Peace'RiVer; Countiy 
and thonco to the Norfchwos't. If the 
I'nitod States colony grow to large diiiieii- 
sions, Caiiiula might have an immigration 
as distiistoful .as th.it of the Chinese. 
There is another dillieolty in the schciue. 
A few guards can m;inage a huge numher 
of prisoners in a thickly populated com- 
munity, because rcinfoicemeiitsrif strength 
can always be obtiiined by the guardians 
of law and order in case of outbreak. 
But J0,OiX) guards in ALiskn, entrusted 
with the management of ijtl.OOO prisoners, 
would be at the absolute mercy of the pri- 
soners, who would only iieeii to unite to 
make their strength ofl'ectivo. It will pro- 
bably be some time before the Herald's 
scheme of a penal colony is carried into 
oll'ect, and we are fully in .-icccnd on the 
(piestion with the views set forth by our 
coutempomries on the Sound as to the un- 
advisability uf inaugurating ' any such 
movement. Rather send the convicts to 
Boston where they can become "cul- 
tured," or to New York where they will 
be able t(j make their iiitlueiice felt 011 
Wall street.

1 and two other Indians, Sam 
Snyder and Louis, belonged at Port 
Madison, but had gone on thu schooner to 
catch; seals. The captain wai ^ au 
Indian and a brave follow, and when 
the wind came along ami carried away all 
our .sails, some of the Iiuliaus were 
frightened aiul commenced to cry. Some 
connnenced to pray and some were too 
much seared to cry or pniy either. At 
this time the captain said: "Keep up good 
liJiarta, you boys, and I'll save you all if I 
can." After the sails wore all gone wo 
.sailed around there a long time, and lln- 
ally the cai)tain sighteil Barclay Sound 
and ran her in there. She struck on tlu! 
rooks and we tlionglit sure we would all 
be drowned, hut oidy one fellnw was 
drowned and he was aillns. \Vlu;n we 
reached the shore we found some Indians 
and they helped lis out of our trouble ami 
gave us something to cat. The .fcliunnei- 
caiuiot be got oil' the bi'acli. W'e stri|ipi'd 
hor of eveiytbing tli.tt we could get to 
shore witli."

The 
prospects for seal catching are very pd.pi , 
little having been done so far. There is 
,1 wreck on Long Heach. Tin; vessel wa.s 
lirig-rigged and was toiinil tlu^it; on tln' 
7tli inst. Sho is lumber laden ;iik1 bot- 
tom up; her masts Jiiid rigging are sl-rewn 
along the shore. A cap w.is picki'd iqi 
near the wreck by an Indian, which (.'a[it. 
Petit saw.' On the outside was a ribbon 
with the inscription in gold letters "(J. S. 
S. (Jranger," ami on the insiib' Iho name 
"<i. I'\ .'<M:lb" was stamped in three 
lilaoes. The San [''riiuciKco schooner Ot- 
ter was sjHikeii 20 miles oil' DeHl riiction 
Island on the 2(itli March.

February, in a stnaig gido iuid heavy sea, 
her jibbooni was broken short oil", but she 
managed to gain shelter and rig ii]> a 
tempoi-ary one.

Last ovoning the professor who is 
a pleasant, gonial gentleman with a groat 
fund of information, was seen at tho 
Clarence by a reporter of The Colonist 
to whom ho courteously consented to give 
a few jiarticuliirs respecting the object of 
his visit to the province, and other mat- 
ters. "Well," said he, "I made the trip 
from Ottawa to Victoria in six days, which 
I think you will agree with mo, is pretty 
good tinio. It is quite a different under- 
taking to travel to British Columbia now 
to what it was when I onme herd fourteen 
years ago en route to tho Peace Bivor 
Country." Referring to tho object of his 
visit the professor explained that it was to 
examine the natural history of the coun- 
try, chielly jilauts and trees, and to report 
to the govorninont. 

The wlude Dominion from the Atlantic 
to the Northwest has been gone over by 
him for this purpose, and by his report 
it first becaiuo known that tho lands 
of the Peace rivor and Northwest 
were v.aluahlo. By oxamiiiing the 
vegetation of the country ho is able to 
tell what the country is best adcula!.i;d t 
produce. This, through liis report to tho 
government, goes abroad to the world 
making known the possibilities of the 
country and furnishing authorized infer 
Illation to intending immigrants. The 
professor's operations will be conlined 
ent irely to the island and before getting 
t hrough with his work, which will ttike till 
the fall, be exiJeets to bo J)retty well 
acipiainted with it. In addition to ex- 
amining the natural history of it 
he will also pay j)articular at 
r ent ion to the character and ex 
tent of its timber, and will make 
a collection of plants, birds and maininals. 
!n this connoctitjn ho cuininended tho 
wi.siloiii of the goveriiiuont in ostablishiiig 
a |)rovincial luuseum, where people who 
come to the province can see what is in 
it instead of having to travel ovor the 
couiit.iy to get the information. Such an 
institution, with its contents classified us 
to their scientitie and economic. valuos, 
must be vi'iy useful. Tlio jirofe'ssor was 
in charge of the Canadian wood exhibits 
at the Colonial exhibition held in London 
last year, where British Cidumbia timber 
carried all before it. In a test of forty 
five different woods British Columbia 
pine stood first. The result of this, it is 
pointed out, will be* to increase tho de- 
mand for our lumber in tho old country 
ami other foreign markots, especially 
Australia, which was largely ropresontod 
.at the exhibitiiiii by iis leading men. In 
(Jreat Hritain it is believed our wood will 
through time l.irgely su|)phint pitch pine, 
which is imported from (ieorgia and 
Carolina for interior liiiishingB, etc. Our 
fruit be .also says, made an excellent im- 
jiressioii among the visitors at tho exliibi 
tion. The exhibits from the sieveral provinces 
ill this line were all classilied, presenting an 
excellent a]>pearance. - The' British Co 
lumbia pears were away aheifid of anything 
of tho kind shown, a fact which should 
encourage their culture in thu jirovinco 
Tho fruit growing industry, the professor 
[loints out, should soon become one of the 
most extensive and priifiUible of the coast. 
( >ur soil and climate arc peculiarly adapted 
tor it, ahd as the Northwest fills up with 
settleiu the demand will continiially in 
crease. The same |)lace should al.so bo 
a veiy good customer for our early vege- 
table«. .Vs a result of tho resources of 
the province being brought prominently 
and favorably before the British public he 
believes a large immigration may be ex- 
pected from tiiat parb'of the empire, for 
in .addition to our varied resources, there 
is the charm of our geni.al climate. Prof. 
Macoun will roiiiain in the province until 
next Sept eiidier and will, therefore, when 
bis Work is conqdeted bo able not only to 
tell t liie |ieople of t he east of our Vast re-

She If Been to Founder Daring the Storm on 
the Memorabie Black Friday- 
All Hands lost 

About two weeks ago a report arrived 
at this office that tho Ship St. Stephen 
had foundered at son about the snine time 
as the El Dorado wont under. The report 
was contradicted in the Seattle I'od- 
InteUi(jtincer a fuw days after and nothing 
had been heard to confirm tho report un- 
td Wednesday when tho abuvo-iiaiiiod 
pa])or published thu following: 

liver since the storm off the coast of 
Vancouver's Island on April lat, in which 
tho bark El Dorado fomidorod and the 
schooner Cliarapibn was'' '•wreoked, much 
apprehension lias boon felt hero for the 
safety of the shii) St. Staplion, Captain 
Douglas, which sailed from Seattle with 
21CS> tons of coal on March Slst, and was 
lot go by tho tug Mogul off Capo Flattery 
at 11 p. III. She was then in company 
with the El Dorado. This apprehension 
has been intensified and the fears of her 
loss greatly increivsed by Into develop- 
monts, which letvve little doubb tluit the 
ship St. Stephen foimdored at seit with 
all on board. . , < 

Captiun McNeil of tho bark Enoch Tal- 
bot, now in this port, sjiid to a Pasl- 
Intelliijencer reporter yesterday: 

"About 10 a. m., April Isl, during tho 
terrible storm, I saw a three skysiiil yard 
ship, about f)00 yards from us, with 
heavy list to leeward, apparently cargo 
shifted. I was loo busy looking out f(jr 
my own vessel to |)ay much attontioni to 
anything else. I thought it was the 
Iv.aiihoe or St. Stephen. Soon after this 
live of my nicu,Sf|^^hftsiIiatl boon aloft, 
rushed aft to mo niiid said they hod

and wanted ino to render assistniicc. 
Being nex t door to distress ourselves, w 
could do nothing at t hat liiiic.

Ten 
or lifleeii niinutes later tho weather 
cleared up, and there was no ves.sel in 
sight except a schooner. My men are 
positive they saw .the; vessel sink beneath 
the waves. I wrote this statement to iny 
owners in San Fr.meisco iiniuedial ely upon 
my arrival in the Soinul. I am cerl.iin 
the vessel 1 allude to is lost, but wl'.etlier 
it is the St. Ste]dieii or not I of coiirso 
cannot say. She was. tho only three 
skysiul yard ship, except the Ivanhoe, in 
these parts at that time, and. os^' the 
Iv.uihoe is all right, T iiuist conclude it 
w;is the St. Sloplien." 

The St. Stephen wasuuefif thestiniiK 
est and most seaworthy shijis that li.as 
overrun to Seattle, luul slic was com 
inanded by a most skilfiill navig.ator. It 
is supposed she was caught in the squall 
and thrown on her beam ends, when tin 
cargo shifted and she could tiol. right. 
Being heavily loaded with cial she som 
Idled and sank beneath the waves will 
idl on board, some twenty souls, all told. 

Mr. Bell, of tho Oregon liiiproveuient 
company, states tliHt she was not lnadud 
to her fullest capacity, hut that she could 
have taken Ifil) tons iiioio eo;d than she 
did.

I'lie S;in li'ivincisco ('l,ri>i,idr s.-vys the 
seizure !iiiil coiiileiiiii;it ion of Ihc schoo 
San Diego for .-dleLred di^|ii-eiUtioiis in the 
waters eiiibr.iced within the l ei crvation 
the seal islands of Al.-iska presents a case 
quite analogous to the fishery question on 
the eastern coast. Attorney-General Gar- 
land has rendered an opinion that tho 
secretary of the treasury cainuit remit the 
forfeiture of the ve.-;sid unless she was en 
gaged i::diilliiig seals tli.at were iictually 
ui)on tho reserved l.aiids of .St. Paul and 
St. (ieorgo. This is t.intaiiiouiit to restrict 
ing the operation of the law to the terri 
tory actu.ally einbr;iced within the rescr 
v.atioii, and declaring the high seas opi^ii 
to anybody and evi'iybody for scil-catch 
ing pnr| loses. 

It iiiiist be that this is the correct idea 
The ce.-ision of .\laska to thel'uited States 
could no more convey the open ocean than 
could the gift of the I'ope to the Kings of 
Sp.'iin prevent. English ki'ols fniiii jdoiigb 
ing the waters of the .\tlaiilic and I'acilic 
-Mthough in times jiast, iiioiiaivhs have 
asserted the siivereigiity id' tlie i cas, their 
claim has never been conceded except in a 
figurative way, and '-.tho destruction ivnd 
scattering of the Anhadn putan end to the 
claim of the Sp.inish llinmo to the doiiiin- 
ioii of the ocean. 

The position of the _',i i'. eriimeiit iimst 
be cotisistont in these matli-rs. If the 
I'liited St.'ites claiius ;!iat the Dominion 
of Canada bos no seigniorial rights in the 
.Vtlaiitic ocean, it cannot, in the same 
breath, assort its sway over tho Pacific 
ocean. 1 1 cannot blow In >t .-iiid cold. If 
its claim is iVidl foundeil against Caiiiid.-i, 
tho claim of the seal-lisliers is eipially 
valid as ag.aiiist the .Mask.a Kiir coiiiiiany 
and the I'nited Slates. 

But if tho Secretary of the Treasury 
cannot remit tho forfeiture of the Soti 
Diego hecaiiao it was illegal and errone- 
ous, then! mtisl. be power siniiewhere in 
senile depart.uii'ut of the govi'iiimeiit. In 
quash the proceedings and to restore to 
its owners pi'ojiorty wrongfully seized by 
tho goveniment, and it is clear I hat Mr. 
(larlaiid thinks Ihat liii' .soi/.urc was 
wrong. It may be that hii ;irt of coegiis.i 
will be lu-cessaiy for thi^ ret urn of the .San

HIGH LICENSE OK PROHIIUTION V 

To THK. Editou: — 1 read in Tuesday's 
CoLONi.sT ail edit< >rial on the siihject of 
"JJigh License. " In that article it is de- 
clared that high license would he more 
ell'ective than iirohihitii.n (or no license) 
in solving the ve.xed liquor prolilein. 

Now, such .a stfitenient is trm; or false 
just, acciu'diiig to the standpoint from 
which the writer views the liquor tratlic. 
If the writer considers the saloon as some- 
thing we are always bound to have with 
us, as a necossaiy evil to ho regulateil, but 
never destroyed, then from such a sUiiid- 
]ioiiit he cannot consistently advocate any- 
thing other than high license, and the 
higher the hotter. Kiit if, on the coii- 
tr.iry, he views liiiuor trallie as an enemy 
to he destroyed, a cui-se to bo abolished 
and a : crime to. be .punishedj then the 
writer cannot consistently point out high 
license as the remedy. 1 jiri'seiit here 
with three ri'asoiis why high license cloes 
not now, and never will restrict tho li- 
ipiiu' traflic. 

High license, by sub- 
stituting the gilded palaces for the low 
gi oggeiaes, makes a bad business appear 
respectable. The Philadelphia /Vcls 
(.March 2.'h-d), siieakiiig of the (Crosby high 
license bill, saj-s: "A few of the licpiur 
men are slire.vd eiioULdi to see that tlu' 
passage of tho high license" bill will aid 
tlieiii by luaking the traflic Itiss ollensive 
and harmful in their light against prohibi- 
tion. " 

Cupidily. — High lieeii.se, by increasing 
the otlicial revenue, intreiichos the saloon 
in the cupidity and avarice of the com- 
iiiiiiiity. 

Li'iialilij. — High license, by placing the 
saliaui under the protection of the law, 
sanctions the tratiio as an honorable, in- 
stead of prosecutiug it lis a crimiiial, tiiin- 

saction. 

Let ine here ipiote the resolution of the 
Nevada liijiior dealers' a.ssociation, ])as.sed 
ill 1885: "Resolved, that so long as our 
business is licensed by tho I'nited St.ites, 
state and county, we consider it iierfectly 
legitimate and lioncu;ible, .and do not think 
wo deserve the censure which is constant- 
ly being heaped upon us." 

Ihit the lii|ii(U' sellers tlienisolves fur- 
nish tho best argument against high 
license, for they are genenilly acknow- 
ledged' as secretly favoriiu: it. _^ 1 (piote 
fnuii the Louisville, Ky., Ilullcliii, (li<iuor 
)iaper) March lOtli, these words: "There 
is a growing sontiineiit amoiiLr the distil- 
lers of this state in favor of high license, 
some even favoring a ^1,000 license." 

High or low or any license of the liquor 
trafhc siiiipl}' jirutecta and perpetuates the 
worst form of organized evil tliat cui-ses 
our world to-day. And let iiie say, in 
closing, that this business is doing iintohl 
injury to the material advanci'iiiciit of our 
province. intending settloi-s will not 
dare to bring their families into a country 
where tho liquor traffic is practically un- 
restricted. , . -
